All  things  considered,  it  would  be  the 
sanest  and  most  sensible  course  pos- 
sible if  Canadian  railways  and  their 
employees  reach  a voluntary  settlement  of 
their  differences  before  Parliament  meets 
on  Tuesday  next.  A transportation  strike 
which  results  in  national  paralysis  is  too 
big  a stick  for  Labor  to  wield;  Just  as  a com- 
pany lock-out  with  the  same  effect  would 
not  be  tolerated  by  the  people  of  Canada. 
If  the  dispute  goes  before  Parliament  un 
settled,  then  the  House  will  have  no  other 
course  than  to  use  a sUJl  bigger  stick:  one 
which  may  outlaw  for  all  time  strikes  and 
lockouts  in  public  utilities  crossing  any 
provincial  border,  and  this  in  the  people's 
interest. 

Far  better  would  It  be  if  the  dissidents 
even  now  reach  a middle  ground  by  way  of 
voluntary  compromise,  and  thus  withdraw 
what  stands  at  the  moment  as  a direct  and 
ominous  threat  to  the  welfare  of  >hLs  na- 
tion. Because  there  Is  at  least  some  hope 
of  such  agreement,  this  paper  will  not  pick

There  Will  Be  No  Excujte  for  Riotous  Spending 

The  brief  heyday  of  postwar  tax  reduc-  formidable  and  unweh 
tlons  Is  over.  That  fact  wlU  become  necessary,  In  a period 


The  brief  heyday  of  postwar  tax  reduc- 
tions Is  over.  That  fact  wlU  become 
evident  as  Parliament  reassembles  and 
new  Defence  Department  budgets  are  put 
before  the  House.  The  nation  having  been 
rightly  committed  to  action  !n  Korea  and 
, to  an  accelerated  program  of  preparedness, 
the  bill  has  to  be  footed.  While  wartime 
scales  of  expenditures  are  not  yet  due  to 
be  matched,  a sharp  Increase  in  military 
appropriations  is  inevitable.  Future  taxa- 
tion revisions  may  be  upward  in  scope. 

Already  reports  are  current  that  another 
$150,000,000  will  be  required  for  the  De- 
fence Department,  supplementary  to  the 
$425,000,000  earmark^  for  this  purpose 
last  march.  This  will  make  the  largest 
peacetime  vote  of  Its  kind  for  Canada,  but 
next  year  the  sum  involved  willjiw  even 
larger.  A figure  of  $1,000, 000,000^  is  estl 
mated  as  likely  for  defence  purposes  in  the 
fiscal  year  beginning  April  next.  That  Is  a 


formidable  and  unwelcome  amount,  even 
If  necessary.  In  a period  described  as  peace. 

No  new  taxes  should  be  needful  to  see 
the  current  fiscal  year  out.  The  Immediate 
increase  In  defence  outlays  should  be  taken 
care  of  by  the  surplus  revenues  which  have 
poured  Into  the  Federal  Treasury  these  past 
few  months,  some  ten  times  the  amount  of 
a $20,000,000  surplus  originally  estimated. 
Next  year’s  budget,  however,  Is  likely  to  re- 
flect the  greater  spending  now  required  for 
national  defence. 

What  the  Canadian  taxpayer  is  entitled 
to  expect  is  that  this  spending  will  not  be 
needlessly  extravagant.  The  vast  surplus 
of  goods  left  over  at  the  end  of  the  war 
offered  ample  proof  that  during  1939-45 
waste  and  haste  went  hand  in  hand,  on  a 
scale  that  almost  beggared  the  imagination. 
There  will  be  no  excuse  for  another  orgy  of 
riotous  spending,  even  In  a crisis  that  Impels 
speedy  lran.sformatlon  to  a state  of  military 
preparedness.

WITHOUT  WISHING  to  appear  cap-  happy  ch< 
ilous,  the  name  of  “Saanwood  " *^iih  the  j 


suggested  for  former  Ward  Six  In 
Saanich  when  It  emerges  as  a municipality 
In  Its  own  right  is  not  a very  distinguished 
choice.  It  is  neither  English  nor  Indian;  has 
a direct  and  confusing  closeness  to 
•’Saanich”;  and  conveys  very  little  sense  of 
the  timbered  beauty  and  agricultural  worth 
of  the  new  area  It  is  meant  to  perpetuate. 
When  one  remembers  that  the  name  of  a 
municipality  goes  down  on  the  maps  for- 
ever, too  much  care  cannot  be  taken  to  find 
a suitable  one. 

By  contrast,  although  there  were  no 
municipal  considerations  involved,  ”Met- 
^hosln"  and  “Happy  Valley.”  both  In  the 
Esquimau  area,  were  straightforward  and 


happy  choices;  both  honored  now  and  old 
with  the  years. 

Within  former  Ward  Six  in  Saanicli  as  it 
stands  are  the  three  considerable  settle- 
ments at  Saanlchton,  Keating  and  Brent- 
wood, to  mention  the  principal  and  older 
communities.  One  sees  that  “Saanwood” 
was  an  attempt  to  cut  In  the  middle,  and 
to  incorporate  parts  of  two  of  these  names. 
The  result,  however,  is  by  no  means  a for- 
tunate one.  The  name  “Saanwood  ’ might 
prove  very  confusing  at  Its  border  with 
“Saanich,”  if  nowhere  else. 

It  would  pay  former  Ward  Six  well  to 
spend  a little  time  on  the  final  choice  of 
the  name  by  which  It  will  be  known  for  a 
good  long  while  to  come.  There  are  many 
good  Indian  words  available;  while  the 
English  tongue  Is  by  no  means  lacking  In 
imagination  or  descriptiveness.

TOKIO.  — This  has  been  a rough, 
tough  war  for  the  correspond- 
ent*, the  most  yruelUnf  they  have 
ever  covered 

More  of  them  have  been  killed,  pro- 
portionately, than  have  representa- 
tives of  any  other  unit  In  the  field. 
Those  who  have  not  been  killed  have 
been  thrown  out  of  Jeeps,  captured, 
or  have  come  down  with  the  Inevit- 
able fruit  of  the  filth  of  Korea.  They 
never  had  U worse. 

They  have  never  been  dirtier, 
thirstier  or  more  bereft  of  the  balm 
of  a laugh  The  only  Yaks  In  World 
War  two-and-a-half  are  the  kind 
_ tj^al  fly. 

They  are  frightened,  but  It  is  a kind 
of  fright  they  have  never  experienced. 
Theirs  Is  a kind  of  fright  a la  mode, 
or  fright  piled  on  fright.  They  do 
not  know  what  is  going  to  happen, 
and  when  they  come  out  of  Korea 
from  time  to  time  and  try  to  get  the 
dirt  and  despair  out  of  their  hearts  in 
Toklo  they  ilt  around  and  try  to  put 
U In  a’ords. 

* * * 

“A  lot  of  us  over  there  had  it  almost 
as  lough  In  the  other  war,”  Carl 
Mydans.  one  of  the  gUt-edge  charac- 
ters of  the  war  reporting  dodge  mused 
the  other  night  at  the  Correspond- 
ent's Club.  “But  we  always  knew 
what  was  going  to  happen.  We  always 
knew-our  side  would  win  sometime, 
somewhere.  It  was  the  thing  that 
kept  everybody  going." 

"But  It's  different  in  this  one.’’  con- 
tinued the  gentle-spoken  man  who 
lookLllke  a good  welterweight  cham- 
pion. “Nobody  knows,  and  you  can't 
help  getting  the  sickening  feeling 
that  we  might  blow  this  one,  and 
that  if  we  do  we  will  never  get  these 
people  back  again— for  In  their  hearts 
they  associate  us  with  the  pale  faces 
who  dominated  and  exploited  the 
Asian  countries  for  generations." 

I have  yet  to  meet  a correspondent 
who  did  not  feel  that  his  lurk  was 
runnlngY>ut.  for  ihe  emotion  of  feel- 


ing lucky  In  war  Is  inscrutably  tied 
up  with  the  verve  and  high  rolling  of 
the  force  you  are  covering. 

This  Korean  thing  has  no  verve  and 
there  has  been  more  high  tailing 
than  high  rolling,  and  the  correepond- 
ents  are  perhape  the  most  eensUlve 
barometers  obtainable. 

I have  yet  to  meet  one  who  shared 
even  remotely  the  optimism  of  Wash- 
ington and  Toklo  In  respect  to  the 
war.  They  think  it  wUl  go  over  into 
the  Winter,  wlUch  Is  a cruel  time  In 
Korea  Some  have  ordered  their 
Winter  bedrolls  In  the  face  of  a heat 
so  appalling  that  four  out  of  live 
casualUee  are  attributed  to  It. 

Some  of  the  correspondents  who 
come  back  from  Korea  sleep  like  dead 
men  In  their  stifling  Toklo  hotel  or 
elubrooms  and  appear  a day  or  two 
later  in  heavy-lidded  depression.  You 
see  them  sitUng  alone  sometimes  in 
the  midst  of  more  garrulous  men 
who  have  not  seen  what  they  have 
seen,  and  they  are  Inclined  to  stare  a 
lot  Into  spece.  like  lobby-sitting  ball- 
players. 

* * * 

And  it  surprised  them  to  hear  them- 
selves always  talking  about  the  war, 
whereas  In  the  last  one  there  was 
more  talk  of  what  would  happen 
when  they  got  to  Paris  or  Rome  or 
Berlin  or  Toklo.  And  their  grave 
doubts  well  up  In  them  and  they 
suddenly  speak  out — sofnetlmea  Inter- 
rupting someone  else't  story  — and 
they  win  say  things  Uke  “If  we  can’t 
beat  those  miserable  little  Reds  what 
would  happen  to  us  U we  had  to  fight 
the  big  one  and  fight  him  on  his 
terms?" 

One  of  them  said  the  other  night, 
with  his  head  burled  in  his  hands: 

"Maybe  It  would  be  different  If  it 
weren't  Korea.  Those  people  have 
nothing,  no  animation,  no  Interest  In 
us.  nothing  to  offer.  After  a time 
they  Just  blend  into  the  scenery,  and 
you  feel  os  the  Nazis  must  have  felt 
when  they  walked  over  countries,  that 
the  people  there  are  nothing  . . . 
nothing,  anif  who  wants  to  feel  Uke 
a damned  Nazi?"

In  Canada  and  the  United  Stales, 
these  most  attractive  of  dogs  are 
largely  In  the  hands  of  two  dlstlncfe 
eommunlUrs  of  dog  fanciers:  thoee 
who  breed  for  the  appearance  that 
wins  bench  shows,  regardless  of  the 
character  of  the  dog;  and  thoM  who 
breed  for  fleld  trials  and  for  hunting, 
regardle.ss  of  how  far  frofn  the  bench 
type  the  dog  may  be. 

A few  determined  sporiamen  on 
this  continent  strive  to  merge  the 
two  Ideals,  as  Is  done  In  England,  but 
there  are  not  enough  of  them  to  make 
much  headway  against  what  you 
might  call  Uie  dog  merchants.  On 
the  one  band,  you  have  the  bench 
shows  at  which  you  will  see  the  most 
glorious  looking  animals  that  might 
as  well  be  stuffed,  os  far  os  their  use 
as  sporting  dogs  is  concerned.  And 
on  the  other,  there  are  the  fleld  trials 
at  which  wispy  little  setters,  gaunt 
pointers,  Ill-made  retrievers  and  per- 
fectly absurd  looking  spaniels  carry 
off  all  the  honors. 

Both  schools  of  fanciers  are  rigid  In 
their  attlude.  Those  who  want  show
